CABLE WRECK HURTS NINE 


| MISPLACED SWITCH CAUSES cor- 


LISION IN STATE STREET. 


Projecting Spur Stops Grip Car Near 
Madison Crossing and Crash Follows 
—Passengers Pinned Beneath the 
Broken Timbers—Panic Ensues 
Crowded Cars, While Excitement 
Reigns on Street—-Ambalances Re- 
spond to Call and Care for Injured. 


A south-bound cable train, consisting of 
a grip and two trailers, caught on the spur 
of a defective switch about 100 feet south 
of Madison street on State street about 6 
o’clock last evening, causing the first trailer 
and grip to come together with terrific im- 
pact. The trailer leaped upon the rear end 
of the grip. car, and an instant later the 
shrieks and cries of injured passengers 
startled the throng of people on the street. 
Nine people were hurt, four seriously, and 
many others sustained slight cuts and 
bruises by the shock. Ambulances from the 
Central Detdil, Harrison Street, and East 
Chicago Avenue Stations were summoned 
to carry the injured away. The wreck 
blocked traffic for an hour. 


The Injured. 

Hill, R. W., 30 years old, 2623 Wabash avenue;

The train was traveling at a rapid speed 
when the accident occurred. Crowded with 
passengers, several sought the front plat- 
form of the trailers, and were standing there 
when the train reached Madison street. At 
this point the cable around the loop is 


dropped and the south-bound cable picked up. | 


Grip Strikes Switch Spur. 


Gripman Hutchins had just picked up the 
cable and the traih had started off on its 
south-bound trip at a lively pace when the 
grip struck a spur in a switch 100 feet south 
of Madison street. The spur had been 
wrenched in some manner and extended over 
the cable slot. With a crash the grip car 
stopped, throwing its occupants forward with 
great force. 

The first trailer, its momentum unimpeded, 
struck the grip car and fairly leaped upon 
the rear end with a resounding crash. In- 


stantly the passengers on the trailer plat- |. 


form were hurled forward into the mass of 
broken and heaving timbers. Moss, Wyckoff, 
Schefferstein, and Hill were among those on 
the platform. They were caught in the 
wreckage and pinned securely. The platform 
of the trailer was torn off with a jerk which 
released all but Moss and Wyckoff, who were 
released in a few moments unconscious from 
their injuries. 


Passengers Jump for Safety. 

The passengers on the rear end of the grip 
jumped. Several escaped the collision, but a 
few were caught. William Metzger was 
pinned in his seat and jammed by the wreck- 
age, while Samuel Kargeau, a boy, was 
thrown against the grip handle with such 
force that his cheek was laid bare and the 
bone broken. John Peterson, another pas- 
senger on the grip, was unable to move, and 
a portion of the broken platform struck him 
in the side. Conductor Kints was on the 
platform of the trailer, but was thrown to 
one side, and escaped with a few injuries, 
while Gripman Hutchins was thrown for- 
ward against the tool box and bruised. 


Shock Creates a Panic. 

The passengers of the first and second 
trailers were thrown forward with a shock 
that created a panic. Women screamed and 
cried, while men rushed madly for the dors. 
‘The passengers of the second trailer escaped 


with but slight injuries from broken window 


panes and the shock. Outside, where the 
street was thronged with pedestrians, con- 
fusion reigned. Crowds hurried to the aid 
of the injured, and willing hands soon pulled 
the injured from the wreckage. N 


Ambulances Care for Injured. 

- "They were carried into the drug store at 
150 State street and into Foreman’s shoe 
store, where some excited pedestrian added 
to the panic by circulating a report that an 
elevator had dropped. A call was sent to 
the Central detail, and more ambulances 
hurried to the corner, where it was found 
to be a canard. The injured were taken in 
ambulances to the Samaritan Hospital and 
St. Luke’s Hospital, and some were removed 
to their homes.

The grip car was pulled to 
one side of the street by the wreckers, and 
the trailer, minus its platform, was drawn 
east of State street on Madison street, where 
it was visited by curiosity-seekers until late

CHEERS FOR SPEAKERS. 
Michigan Man Amuses with His

BIG OVERFLOW MEETING.

A great audience crowded the Auditorium 
to overflowing last evening, listened to 
speeches by Senators Hanna and Burrows, 
and adopted the foregoing resolutions. The 
limit to the size of the gathering was the ca- 
pacity of the hall, and when the last person 
had crowded in there were still others out- 
side who could not be admitted. Every seat 
was occupied, every inch of standing room 
was filled, and auditors so took up the large 
stage that there was spain ob room for the 
speakers. 

Railway Men in Majority. 

The meeting was under the auspices of a 
committee representing the railway em- 
ployés of the State, and the majority of the 
big crowd were persons connected in some 
way with the railway business. On the 
stage were Vice Presidents representing 
every branch of that business from 
the trackman to the operating depart- 
ment, and scattered through the audience 
were conductors and brakemen, yardmen 
and shopmen, car foremen, agents, and office 
clerks, engineers and train dispatchers, depot

Badges displaying the motto ** McKinley 
Was Right were displayed on the breasts of 
three out of every four persons in the crowd, 
and when Seriator Hanna, referring to the 
audience in the opening of his speech, said 
This is the. greatest object lesson in co- 
ercion I have ever seen the crowd went 
wild with enthusiasm. 

Two great American flags, with their blue 
flelds together, were stretched across the 
back of the stage. The rich setting was the 
background for the prosperity car to which 
the railroad men of the country are looking 
for their future welfare. Painted in brown, 
it looked as if it might contain more than 
the fortunes of the optimistic rallroaders. 
The number, typical of the time, was 1900. 
The pictures of McKinley, Roosevelt, and 
Yates stood forth on the side. Hanging over 
the stage was a great streamer bearing the 
engine of prosperity, the engineer at the 
throttle, and a cloud of smoke rolling back 
from the stack. 


overflow Meeting Held. 


Two thousand persons who could not 
crowd into the Auditorium attended an over- 
flow meeting at Michigan avenue and Con- 
gress street. A fireworks display was 
among the features of the meeting. Rumors 
had been current that there was a plan on 
the part of roughs to set off the large amount 
of fireworks that had been stored near the 
place where they were to be discharged. .Col- 
onel Ray, who had supervision over this 
part of the program, heard of it, and asked 
Sheriff Magerstadt for deputies to guard 
against any possible trouble, Twenty-one 
men were sent, but there was no attempt 
to explode the stuff. | 

Lott Brown of the passenger department 
of the Burlington road presided in the Au- 
ditorium, and he started the applause at the 
beginning when he said: — 

There is no coercion in the world strong 
enough’ to force a railway employé to vote 
against his will. Railway employés are con- 
servative, and we here tonight, as the rep- 
resentatives of 78,000 such employés in IIli- 
nois, voice the sentiments of the big major- 
ity of the 1,000,000 railway men of the United 
States when we say it is for the best interests 
of our country that we vote for the re- 
election of President McKinley.” | 


Senator Burrows Introduced. 

Then Senator Burrows of Michigan was in- 
troduced to make the principal speech. He 
was warmly greeted, and began by saying 
the issues of today are exactly the same as 
those of four years ago. The candidates are 
the same, also, and,“ he added, this cam- 
paign is like a retrial of a case in which the 
people as the jury once have given a ver- 
dict. Then the verdict was against Bryan, 
and if there were good reasons for defeating 
him four years ago they come back with 
renewed force at this time.“ 

He was applauded at this, and the applause 
was redoubled when he added: The Repub- 
lican party must answer for whatever of 
weal or woe has come to the country in its 
thirty-eight years of power, and it is glad 
to do it.“ 

Then the cheering was changed to laughter 
when the speaker, referring to Mr. .

Report Issued Yesterday Shows That 
the Treasury Centains $451,477,404, 
the Highest Point Reached Since the 


Feundation. of the Government 
Figures Show That No Other Nation 


Holds So Large an Amount at the 


Present Time. 


Washington, D. C Oct. 26.—[Special.}— 
Never before in the history of the world has 
so much gold bullion and coin been at the 


disposal of the government as now lies in 


the vaults of the United States Treasury. 

The gold bullion and coin to the credit of 
Uncle Sam amounts to 8451,77, 404, and 
added to this are gold certificates, which will 
be redeemed in gold, te the amount of $35,- 
658,180, making a total of $487,135,584. 

This fund is divided into reserve, trust, and 
general funds. The reserve fund amounts 
to $150,000,000; the trust fund, $248,409,679; 
and the general fund, $53,067,725 in coin and 
$35,658,180 in certificates, making a total of 
$88,725,905 in the latter fund. 

There is enough gold in the treasury to 
give $6 in the yellow metal to every man, 
woman, and child in the United States, on os 
basis of 75,000,000 population. 

Even then there would still remain in the 
Treasury the $35,658,180 in notes, which can 
be redeemed only in gold. 

To give an idea of how great an amount of 
gold is stored in the Treasury, it is only 
necessary to point out that the entire stock 
of gold in Great Britain is but $462,300,000, or 
$24,835,584 less than is actually in the United 
States at this moment when the gold notes 
are included in the total. 


Some Amazing Figures. 

If the gold figures are amazing those re- 

lating to the stock of silver are even more 
so. There is in the trust fund $425,120,000 
in silver dollars; $3,732,063 in silver dol- 
lars of 1890; $62,258,947 in silver bullion in 
the reserve fund. Adding the figures repre- 
senting the gold and silver coin and bullion 
in the several funds Uncle Sam finds that 
the total amounts to $890,310,679. 
Still, Uncle Sam has even more money. 
There is enough scattering wealth in the 
Treasury, including silver certificates, silver 
bullion, Treasury notes, and national bank 
notes to bring the grand total up to $1,003,- 
685,779. 

This enormous amount of 100-cent-on-the- 
dollar money, in addition to being the larg- 
est amount ever gathered together at one 
time, is in marked contrast with the condi- 
tion of the Treasury during President Cleve- 
land’s administration, when the entire 
amount of gold in the Treasury—including 
the reserve—was reduced to approximately 


$50,000,000.

Vandalia, III., Oct. 28.— [Special. The lit- }

A short time before 
the train reached this Httle community the 
candidate received a telegram saying that & 
circular had been distributed among the 
Germans—who form a large part of the popu- 
lation of the district—to the effect that if 
Judge Yates were elected he would favor a 
rebnactment of the Edwards schoo! law. 
When he was presented to the audience at 
Waterloo the candidate made hie position 
clear.

It is a 
lie, pure and simple. The only way the Ed- 
wards law can be if I am elected 
Governor, is over my veto. They say I 
worked for the Edwards law. It is a lie. I 
will give a substantial reward for the name 
of the man who made that statement.” 

At this there. were shouts of approval. 
Judge Yates continued: 

“I want to pledge you my word of honor 
as a man, and as an official, if elected, as I 
have no doubts I will be, that I will protect 
all citizens in their rights. I will not be the 
Governor of one sect, or one party, or one 
nationality, but of the State of IlMnois.” 


Compares State Administrations.

Former Secretary to President McKin- 
ley Hopelessly Ill at His Home 
in Pomfret, Conn. 


Pomfret, Conn., Oct. 26.—John Addison 
Porter, formerly secretary to President Mc- 
Kinley, is dangerously ill at his residence 
in this place, suffering from a disease which 
must ultimately end in death. 

For many months before he resigned his 
position as the confidential secretary of the 
nation’s Executive, Mr. Porter nad been 
in poor health and his suffering finally made 
it imperative that he abandon work. Since 
that time he has traveled extensively. Of 
late the unmistakable symptoms of an in- 
curable disease developed acutely and ten 
days ago he came to Pomfret, where, at his 
home, he has since been invalided. On 
Wednesday of this week a necessary and 
dangerous operation was performed by Dr. 
S. B. Overlock. Mr. Porter rallied from the 
shock and is resting comfortably. This 
morning his appetite was good. 

The members of the family. including Mr. 
Porter’s mother, his wife, and. children, are 
with the patient. They refuse to give out 
any statement of the case and have sea ed 
the lips of the attending physician. It is 
learned, however, that the case is hope- 
less and that, while his death is not ex- 
pected immediately, no encouragement is 
held out for his recovery.

BRYAN ASKS FOR NO PAY 


CANDIDATE SAYS HIS TALKS IN 
CAMPAIGN ARE FREE. 


Explains Charge Made at Towns Where 
the Train Stops as Necessary to 
Avoid Accepting Favors fram the 
Railroads — Democratic Nominee 
Closes His New Jersey Campaign 
and Will Vist Connecticut Today— 
In Gotham This Evening. 


New York, Oct. 26.—William J. Bryan to- 
day concluded his campaign tour of the 
State of New Jersey. The feature of his 
remarks during the day was an explana- 
tion of his means of livelihood given in a 
speech at Dover. It was in reply to recent 
criticisms of the charge made in towns 
where the campaign train stops. Today 
was given up to a section of Jersey which 
is populated largely by people who do busi- 
ness in New York City, and the people at 
the various towns at which stops were made 
said that, in view of the absence of so many. 


cellent. 

The most distant point touched today was 
Dover, forty miles south of New York. 
The other towns at which speeches were 
made were Hoboken, Harrison, Orange, 
Summit, Morristown, Boonton, Paterson, 
Belleville, and Newark, three speeches be- 
ing made at the latter place. 

Upon his arrival in this city tonight Mr. 
Bryan expressed himself as highly gratified 
with the New Jersey campaign. He will 
make a brief run into Connecticut tomor- 
row, speaking at New Haven and Bridge- 
port, but will return in time to participate 
in the meeting of the Democratic clubs h 
tomorrow night. 


Explains How He Makes a Living. 


Mr. Bryan made the longest stop of the day 
at Dover, forty miles out of New York. He 
referred to the criticism of himself to the 
effect that he made charges for his campaign 
speeches. On this subject he said: 


is not my only source of income. They say 
that I am so avaricious that when I am a 
candidate for President I will not make a 
speech unless I am paid several hundred 
dollars. They also say that I am so am- 
bitious that I would spend all I have to be 
President. It is hard to reconcile the two 
stories. If you are interested in knowing 
the facts I can tell you that I have been able 
to make a living under a Democratic admin- 
istration and under Republican administra- 
tions, and I think I shall be able to make 
a better living under a Republiean adminis- 
tration than most of the Republicans who 
will be responsible for the administrations, 
but I want to tell you that every dollar that 
I have made in the last four years has been 
made out of the voluntary payment by people 
for what they bought and wanted. 

I published a book, and nobody bought it 
unless he wanted to buy it. I have written 
articles for the newspapers. Nobody read 
them unless he wanted to. I have delivered 
lectures, and nobody came unless he wanted 
to come. Every dollar that I made has been 
made in that way. But if I were the attorney 
for a trust and collected from a people who 
paid involuntarily I would be a good man in 
the eyes of the Republicans. 


Not Paid for Campaign Work. 


“I need not tell you that I receive no 
money for campaign speeches. If the people 
of a community pay any money when I have 
a meeting, it ts to meet the expenses of the 
meeting. In some cases the people have paid 
the expense of the train on which I travel 
as it goes from town to town. If any Repub- 
lican complains of that you tell him thata 
man who rides on a train must either get a 
pass over the railroad or pay his fare, and 
I would rather the people would pay for the 
train and leave me independent than have 
the railroad company furnish it and then 
own me after the election.”’

The 
crowd was so dense that the candidate found 
it extremely difficult to reach the stand and 
was so extensive that it was impossible to 
make himself heard to the outskirts, In 
the course of, his discussion of the? trust 
question Mr. Bryan said: 

“You cannot afford to take away from 
the man who toils the prospect of promo- 
tion due to his own merit. When you have 
a monopoly there is no necessity for mak ng 
the best article at the lowest price, and 
when you have a monopoly you will find 
you will get infertor goods at a higher price. 
You will retard the advancement that has 
marked the progress of the industries of this 
country. I am not willing that such a sys- 
tem shall stand and, therefore, I will promise 
and do promise that if intrusted with the 
office of the chief executive of the nation 
every power that the President can com- 
mand will be used to make it impossible fora 
United 
States.

Go to Republicans. 


BALANCE WITH POPULISTS | 


Strangely Quiet Campaign Being 
Conducted at Vincennes 
and Vicinity. 


BOTH PARTIES EXPECTANT. 


— —

Vincennes, Ind., Oct. 26.— [Special. There 
is a fighting chance for the election of a Re- 
publican Congressman here in the Second 
Congressional District, but at the same time 
it must be admitted the chance is but a small 
one. With anything like an average vote the 
Democrats ought to carry the Second Dis- 
trict by from 1,000 to 2,000 majority. In fact, 
the only hope of beating them is by a develop- 
ment of the Populist strength in the district. 
If that can be brought out for the third party 
candidate fer Congress, Representative 
Miers may be defeated, but he is extremely 
popular throughout the district and is an ex- 
cellent mixer. On the State and national 
tickets the Second District is overwhelming- 
ly Democratic. There are, however, about 
1,500 Middle of the Road Populists in the 
district; and they are of the pizen” kind, 
who believe Bryan has betrayed the third 
party and has endeavored to swallow it up 
in the Democracy. These men feel that if 
they do not make a showing this year the 
People’s party will disappear from politics 
entirely, and they are already afraid of the 
rapidly growing importance of the third 
party Prohibitionists. 


Balance Lies with 


Many of the restless agitators of the long- 
bearded stripe who broke away from the Re- 
publicans and Democrats indiscriminately 
do not feel comfortable unless they have a 
political freak upon whom to lavish their 
eccentric affection. These middle-of-the-road 
Populists would have been quite satisfied if 
Towne had remained on the ticket. He is 
even less of a Populist than Bryan, but he, 
too, represents an unsatisfied yearning, and, 
therefore, is particularly dear to the Populis- 
tic heart which always throbs the loudest 
during attacks of politieal martyrdom. 

These third party middle-of-the-road 
Populists have a candidate of their own for 
Congress. Two years ago Miers had against 
him only the regular Republican vote and 
the Prohibitionists. On the State ticket the 
Democrats carried the district by only 
about 500 plurality, as compared with 3,000 
four years ago. The Populists had a candi- 
date on-the State ticket, but none gor Con- 
gress, and thus it resulted that le the 
Democratic plurality was only 600 that of 
Miers was 1,500. If all the Populists who 
voted for him cast their ballots for their own 
candidate for Congress this year, he will 
have a close shave of it to say the least. 

The hotbed of the Populist disaffection is 
at Washington in Daviess County, and the 
Democratic leaders admit the fact. That 
county went 655 Democratic in 1896, whereas 
the Republicans had a plurality of 146 in 
1898. At the same time there were over 500 
Populist votes cast, which is quite enough 
to explain the reversal of form. The Repub- 
licans have attempted to take advantage of 
the situation, and have accordingly nom- 
inated for Congress Peter R. Wadsworth of 
Washington, who is popular there, and who 
is expected to draw out all this latent Pop- 
ulist strength. 


Miers Using Pension Argument. 


Congressman Miers, although a Democrat, 
is making a great point among the old sol- 
diers of the fact that he has been unusually | 
successful in securing pensions. He has kept 
a careful record of all the pensions adjusted 
in his district and is working on this issue 
more than anything else, claiming the credit 
for much done by the Pension office without 
his aid. Miers is better known, however, be- 
cause of the fact that while he was a Judge 
on the bench he was sued in his own court 
on a note which he had made and which an- 
other man had indorsed. 

Miers declared the note was legally drawn 
and that the debt was a just one which ought 
to be paid. Accordingly he gave judgment 
against himself and the indorser. The story 
is that the indorser had to pay the money, 
but however that may be Miers has gained a 
reputation of being an upright Judge, who 
could try his own case and decide against 
himself. 

Down here on the banks of the Wabash, 
in the place where Alice of Old Vincennes 
once displayed her heroism, the political 
campaign is progressing in a sleepy sort of 
fashion as becomes a town settled in 1704. 
The Republican chairman says that as the 
Democrats have not made much of an effort 
he believes it unwise to stir them up, and so 
has contented himself with a still hunt. On 
the other hand, the self-same afternoon one 
of the Democratic leaders explained that as 
the Republicans had seemed to be afflicted 
with political sleep-walking the Democratic 
managers had not deemed it wise to wake up 
their antagonists by any brass-band canvass, 
and also had accordingly decided upon a quiet 
little still hunt. The Republican managers 
are depending entirely in this section of the 
State on the general prosperity issue. . 


Pauper Is Compelled to Work. 


There is an actual case here of a man who 


was in the county poorhouse four years ago, 
but who now is obliged to work for his living, 


as the county authorities say there is no 
sense in his remaining idle when labor is in 
demand. He says he will vote for Bryan 
now, inasmuch as this prosperity is not what 
it is cracked up to be, as four years ago he 
was living in peace and quiet and now isa 
mere-slave and bondman. There is no doubt 
of the fact that the farmers hereabout are 
better satisfied by far than they were in 1896. 

The Democrats claim there have been ac- 
cessions among the miners. It is worth not- 
ing, however, at Washington, where one 
would expect to find this Republican loss, it 


seems to be the other way. The tendency 


there is for the old line Populists to break 
away from Bryan, although they do not go to 
McKinley. Many of them will even vote the 
Prohibition ticket. Many of these middle- 
of-the-roaders are particularly Gown on Bry- 
an, and the editor of the Populist paper in 
Vincennes is going to meetings to oppose the 
argument of Democratic agitators. 


Here, in this former capital of Indiana, as 


has been explained, the campaign has been 
proceeding in a decidedly quiet way. Roose- 
velt stopped here and had a big crowd, but 
there were almost as many Democrats as 


‘Republicans in the gathering. The Demo- 


cratic managers have been doing little in the 
vicinity and seem to have no funds even for 
ordinary expenses of the campaign. 
Campaign Fund Is Small. 
Thus, for instance, when Stephen A. Doug- 
las of Chicago spoke here on Tuesday night 
there was a torchlight parade of about three 
dozen white uniforms and flaring torches. 
But there was no carriage for the eloquent 
son of the old hero of Democracy. He was 
obliged to go from the hotel to the court- 
house, a good half mile, on foot, and those 
who remember the physical makeup of 
Stephen A. Jr. will at once recognize that 
this was no small matter for him. He ar- 
rived at the hall out of breath, merely to 


save the Democratic campaign fund one of 


the big, round silver dollars, which Mr. 
Bryan collects in advance. 

Mr. Douglas, like other converts to Bryan- 
ism, has had a hard row to hoe down here in 
Indiana. In the first place, the Republican 
papers along his line of march have acted as 
his advance agents by printing extracts of 
his denunciations of Bryan four years ago, 
just as they have been kindly doing for 
Bourke Cockran. Present indications are 
for a light vote in this district, although both 
sides declare that their organization is such 
as will enable them to bring out the vote as 
the result of a few days’ hard work at the 
end of the campaign.

TREASURER BRENNOCK QUIT. 


President Schardt of the Building Trades 
council was authorized at last night's meet- 
ing of that body to appoint a mittee, con- 
sisting of one representative f. each trade, 
to investigate the standing of the member- 
ship of the Industrial union with the purpose 
of merging the latter body with the council. 
President Schardt announced that he would 
name the committee in ample time for it to 
report at the next meeting of the council. 

The matter came up through the report 
made by President Schardt concerning the 
conferences he has had with President Sims 
of the Industrial union looking to the two 
organizations joining forces. After stating 
what had been accomplished and an estimate 
as to about the actual membership of 
the Industrial union, which he gave as ap- 
proximating 1,000, he gave it as his opinion 
that it would be the part of wisdom to take 
in the industrials. He suggested, however, 
that such admissions should be restricted 
to competent mechanics, and should exclude 
those former members of unions affiliated 
with the Building Trades council who had 
left those organizations because of failure 
to pay fines assessed against them for vio- 
lation of rules. 

In the general discussion which followed 
the report the preponderence of sentiment 
favored the suggestions made by President 
Schardt. There were a few delegates, how- 
ever, who opposed the proposition on the 
wround that inasMuch as the council had 
managed to maintain the fight against the 
contractors thus far without any outside aid, 
it was not necessary now to take in men who 
had been acting with the contractors in their 
fight against the council, They were in the 
minority; however, and several of them indi-

Treasurer Brennock Retires.

SUBS SENATOR OR $50,000 


WOMAN ASKS DAMAGES ¥FRom 
MISSISSIPPI STATESMAN. 


Miss Mai Leeton, in a Petition Filed in 

Court at Washington, D. C., Accuses 
the Defendant of Promising to Mar- 
ry Her—Alleges That After She Had 
Lived with Him as His Wife He Re- 
fused to Carry Out Hig Pledges. — 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—[Special.]— 
Senator W. V. Sullivan of Mississippi was 
today sued by a woman calling herself Miss 
Mai Lucy Leeton for $50,000 damages for 
breach of promise. Miss Leeton is a come- 
ly young woman of about 26 years of age. 
Senator Sullivan, who is 43 years old, is a 
widower. He served one term as a mem- 
ber of the House, and was appointed to the 
Senate on May 30, 1898, as a successor to 
Senator Walthall, deceased, and was elected 
by the Legislature to fill out the term that 
expires next March. 

Miss Leeton, in her petition, recites that 
she met the defendant about Oct. 7, 1805. 
She declared* that Senator Sullivan was 
then and is now a widower, his wife haVing 


distinguished lawyer, and was knpwn to her 
only by reputation, and she had never con- 
versed with him except in a professional 
way. | 

About Jai 1, 1896, Mr. Sullivan, the decla- 
ration avers, placed Miss Leeton in Nelson's 
College, Memphis, to give her a business ed- 
ucation, that she might be able to do his 
office work, and thereby remain with him 
until his wife had been dead a sufficient 
length of time for him, with propriety, to 
marry the plaintiff after he had secured for 
her a divorce. During this time her college 
tuition and board, she says, were paid by 
the defendant, and in May, 1897, through his 
efforts, the defendant secured a divorce for 
her from her husband. 

When Mr. Sullivan came to Washington to 
fill his first term as Representative she re- 
mained at school severdl months, when, at 
his request, she came on here with him about 
May 10, 1897. She declares they lived to- 
gether in Alexandria for three months as 
Mr. and Mrs. W. L. Sutton 

She was afterwards notiff pd by the defend- 
ant, she says, that he was not at that time 
financially able to marry her, and, without 
cause or right, it is alleged, other than this 
statement, wrongfully and: injuriously re- 
fused to comply with his promises.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 26—[Special.]— 


Men, Governor of Shansi, who were con- 
spicuous in agitating the anti-foreign move- 
ment in China, have committed suicide, 
probably anticipating the punishment that 
would be meted out to them by the Chinese 


Prince Tuan has not followed the example 


it is believed. he will do so before the imperial 
government has an opportunity to put him 
to death. 

An official dispatch was conveyed to the 
State department today by Minister Wu 
‘which contained this information, and the 
following bulletin in reference to it was 


“A cablegram from Viceroy Chang Chi 
Tung, dated Oct. 25, states that the Govern- 
or of Shensi has reported that Kang Yi died 
on Oct. 18; that Yu-Bien (late Governor of 
Shansi) has committed suicide by swallow- 
ing gold leaf; and Prince Tuan has not been 
permitted to accompany the court. 

A cablegram dated Oct. 24 from Director 
General Sheng states that an imperial de- 
cree has been issued directing Prince Ching 
and Earl Li to fix and submit for approval 
the several penalties to be inflicted on those 
Princes and Ministers that ought to be pun- 
ished. He adds that Kang Ti has died of 
sickness and that Prince Tuan and Prince 
Chwang have not been allowed to accompany 
the court to Shensi.”’ 


Were Boxer Leaders. 

Yu-Sien was the Governor of Shansi and 
one of the ringleaders of the Boxer move- 
ment. He was charged with enticing mis- 
sionaries into the Yamen for the purpose of 
having them butchered. 

Kang Yi was a member of the Cabinet with 
Yung Lu, and one of the most intense anti- 
foreign leaders of the Boxers. His death is 
important, as his taking off is practically a 
compliance with the demand of the powers. 
He held the position of Assistant Grand 
Secretary and President of the Civil board, 
and was also one of the six Chinese states- 
men making up the Privy Council, or Cabi- 
net, which is the body nearest the throne. 


Censure for Tuan. 

Minister Wu's advices show that Prince 
Tuan has been censured severely from the 
throne and it would not be surprising if 
the Chinaman who conducted the affairs 


ing the Boxer movement would soon follow 
the example set by the two officials who 
have taken their own lives. Since Prince 
Tuan was degraded little has been heard of 
him, except now and then rumors to the 


Empress. 

The death of Kang Yi and Yu-Sien is re- 
garded by the United States in the light of 
a compliance with the requirements of this 
government laid down as the basis of negotia- 
tions for peace. 

Minister Conger or some other official will 
be directed to see to it that there has been 
no trickery about the death of these two 
men and that some Chinese of no standing 
have been hired to kill themselves, and have 
agreed to let it be given out that Chinese 
officials responsible for the Boxer movement 
have committed suicide. 


TO BE MARKED FOR PUNISHMENT 


China Asks the Powers to Name the 
Boxer Leaders and to Suggest 
Their Fate.

LONDON, Oct. 27, 3 a. m. -A Times special 
from Pekin, dated Thursday, says: 

Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang have 
communicated to the diplomatic body an im- 
perial edict asking the foreign Ministers to 
state explicitly what Chinese officials deserve 
punishment and what degree of punishment 
they should receive. 


MacDonald Leaves Pekin. 

„ Ex-Minister Sir Claude MacDonald left 
Pekin today for Tokio amid the genuine 
manifestations of regret of the entire com- 
munity, who gratefully remember his splen- 
did services during the recent siege, when 
the chief direction of the defense was in his 
hands. The American legation courteously 
provided transport wagons for the departing 
Minister. 

Farce at Pao-Ting-Fu. 

“The commanders of the Pao-Ting-Fu 
expeditionary force acted with most mis- 
taken clemency respecting the Integrity of 
that city, inflicting no punishment on its 
officials or destroying no official buildings. 
They contented themselves with making an 
effective military promenade through the 
city as if invited to do so by the courtesy 
of the Chinese officials whose hands were 
stained with the blood of the martyred mis- 
sionaries. 

“Such clemency is bound to be misinter- 
preted by the Chinese. The whole expedi- 
tion was rendered slightly ridiculous by be- 
ing forestalled by small French detachments, 
which occupied every gate a week before the 
arrival of the main force.” 

Chinese Edict Denied. 

A Times special from St. Petersburg says: 

“It is reported that the Chinese Emperor 
has begged the Russian government to take 
under its protection the conquered province 
of Manchuria. The Chinese Embassy here 
denies that such an edict has been issued 
by the Chinese Emperor.

Mansfield, O., Oct. 26.—Application was 
made today to Judge Roeliff Brinkernhoff in 
the Probate Court of Richland County to ad- 
mit to probate the last will and testament of 
ex-Secretary John Sherman, whose remains 
were buried here on Thursday. The will was 
brought into court by Colonel M. M. Parker 
of Washington, D. C., and Congressman W. 
8. Kerr of Mansfield. Hearing on the appli- 
cation was set for Nov. 18 at 10 a. m. 

The will itself is nine folio pages in Sher- 
man's own handwriting, and, with a codicil, 
fills ten typewritten pages. It was made at 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 22, 1890, and is signed 
as witnesses by Anson G. McCook, then Sec- 
retary of the United States Senate; Judge 


Congress; Elisha J.. Babcock, private secre- 
tary to Sherman; and Henry A. Vale. It con- 
sists of six long.articles and begins: 


life, I, John Sherman, now a Senator of the 
United States from Ohio and a citizen of 
Mansfield. do make, declare, and publish this, 
my last will and testament.’’ 


Acknowledges Wife’s Help. 


The first article states that his property 
has been mainly acquired since his mar- 
riage with Cecelia Stewart Sherman, ac- 
knowledges obligation to her, and gives her 
the furniture, books, etc., the residence at 
Mansfield, and an annuity of $12,000, also 
$5,000 promptly at his death, and $20,000 to ba 
d by will at her death.

BASY QUESTIONS FOR YATES. 
Four questions have been put by a gelt - 


25 | ‘appointed committee of citizens to Judge 


Yates and Mr. Samuel Alschuter. The first 


of them is: 
Merit system—Shall the present law be retained? 
Shall the system be extended in spirit and in letter 


to State institutions? 

The present law referred to is the one 
in force in the City of Chicago. The ques 
tion whether it shall be retained cannot 
come before a future Governor until a bill 
for its abolition has passed, the Legisla- 
ture and been submitted to him for his 
signature. Nobody is proposing to repeal 
it and the question, therefore, has no prac- 
tical significance. It is safe to presume 
that no law repealing the present Chicago 
civil service act, which went into effect 
because it had the approval of a large 
majority of its citizens, will be signed by 
Judge Yates. Nobody is proposing the 
repeal of the law. Then why ask the ques- 
tion? 

The second part of the first inquiry re 
lates to what is chiefly a legislative ques- 
tion. Judge Yates may properly say that 
a State civil service bill will receive his 
signature if it shall pass the Legislature 
and is sound and workable in its details. 
He will, of course, enforce any legislation 
on that subject which may be enacted. 
Judge Yates is in favor of the merit sys- 
tem and, it has been announced, will so 
exprees himself at the Auditorium meeting 
on Monday night. 

That is as far as a Governor can go 
concerning a legislative question, It is 
contrary to all precedent and propriety to 
announce in advance what bills he will 
sign and what ones he will veto. It is for 
the General Assembly, not for him, to say 
whether there shall be a State civil service 
law. The Legislature has constitutional 
authority to enact such a measure. That 
being the case it would be well for those 
who favor such legislation to interrogate 
the legislative candidates in the fifty-one 
districts and put them all on record. They 
are the persons whose views it is most 
important to ascertain. 

The second and third questions are as 
follows: 

The park boards—Shall they be organized to 
— parks or to strengthen political ma- 

The Raflroad and Warehouse commission—Shall 
it be so constituted as to be a guaranty of honest 
Gealing, or shall it serve as a cloak to fraud? 


These childish interrogations admit of 
only one answer. No candidate for Gov- 
ernor will say that he favors organising 
the park beards to “ strengthen political 
machines” or that he intends to organize 
the Railway and Warehouse commission 
in such a way that it may be “a cloak to 
fraud.” 

Professor Graham Taylor says of these 
questions that “as they are framed they 
carry a whip.” This shows how little he 
knows of the courtesles of life. Neither 
he nor any member of the committee would 
in private ask either Judge Yates or Mr. 
Alschuler whether the Railroad and Ware- 
house commission should be “a cloak — 
fraud.” A gentleman does not usually 
“carry a whip” when he asks a civil ques- 
tion of another either in public or in private 
life. There are some amenities and cour- 
tesles that need not be laid aside when 
men ask questions of candidates for office. 
Some of the members of this committee 
seem to think that both candidates will be 
the better for “the whip” if it shall be 
well laid on in public by ex-Alderman 
Kent and Professor Graham Taylor. 

The fourth question is: 


be permitted by the Legislature to work out 
their own under appropriate general 
legisiation 7? 


This interrogatory, like the first, relates 
to a legislative question. Judging from 
the repeal of the Allen law, the policy of 
the legislative branch of the government 
is to allow municipalities to work out their 
traction problems for themselves. It is 
not likely a new Allen law will be passed. 
It it is Judge Yates may be relied on to 
veto it if he is Governor, and the Judge 
will not hesitate to express himself posi- 
tively on this question when it properly 
comes before him. 

This committee has asked Judge Yates 
and Mr. Alschuler to appear before its 
members at a public meeting and address 
them and other citizens on State issues. 
The object of this is plain enough. The 
self-appointed committeemen, or some of 
them, yearn for notoriety. They wish 
to appear on the platform at a public meet- 
ing and parade themselves before an ad- 
‘Miring audience. One can almost see ex- 
Alderman Kent and Professor Graham 
Taylor cracking their “ whips” and cate 
chising both candidates for Governor be- 
fore a crowd in Central Music Hall, es- 
pecially collected to see. what, great men 
the ex-Alderman and the professor are—in 
their own estimation. 

Judge Yates will not play into the hands 
of the notoriety-hunters. He will speak 
at a time and a place of his own choosing 
and will define his position on State is- 
sues in such a manner that he cannot be 
misunderstood. 


THREE SENATORIAL CANDIDATES. 

There are but three State Senators to 
be elected in Cook County in 1900. There 
are fifteen districts, but only three of them 
have even numbers, and hence choose their 
Senators in Presidential years. The Sec- 
ond District, which is made up of the 
Twelfth Ward and a part of the Tenth, is 
safely Republican. Mr. William U. Riley, 
the party candidate, ig sure of election. The 
Fourth District, composed of the Twenty- 
ninth and Thirtieth Wards, gave a majori- 
ty of 1,400 against McKinley in 1896. The 
Republican Senatorial candidate, Mr. 
Thomas J. Healy, is a popular man, but he 
has a hard job on his hands. 

The Sixth District is the only one which 
is considered doubtful, though there should 
be no question as to the result. It is made 
up of the Twentieth Ward and of parts of 
the Fifteenth, Twenty-fiftth, and Twenty- 
sixth. It was laid out to a Demo- 
crat, but in 1896 it chose a Republican 
by a majority of 2,720 votes. In 1808 the 
Repyblicans elected two of the three House 


a scratch. This year Mr. Edward J. 
Brundage is the Republican candidate for 
Senator. He is a youngman, who was elect- 
ed to the House two years ago and who 
proved himself capable and conscientious. 
With the experience he has acquired he 
will make a good Senator from the start. 
He should be elected, and there are enough 
Republican voters in the district to elect 
him if they will turn out. It is possible 
that the Legislature may be so close on 
joint ballot that the result in the Sixth 
District may determine the politics of the 
Senator to be chosen by the next General 
Assembly. The Republicans cannot at- 
ford to allow so good a man as Mr. Brun- 
dage to be defeated. 


THAT STOCK-YARDS STENCH. 

There is no reason except the careless- 
ness of a few workmen and the negligence 
or worse of the Health department inspec- 
tors why the whole city lying northwest 
of the Stock-Yards should be periodically 
affiicted with a plague in comparison with 
,which the twelve which came upon Israel 
were mild and inoffensive.

by the negligence of workmen at the render- 
ing works, who, instead of turning the 
noxious gases engendered by the process 
into big tanks of water, where they will 
be absorbed, save a few minutes’ time and a 
little work by allowing them to escape 
This is the official explanation made 
by the delinguent City Hall authorities 
who have also announced that inspectors 
armed with dark lanterns have been sent 
into the Stock-Yards districts to catch the 
laxy workmen at it. It is to be feared that 
the Health department does not go about 
this work in the right way. When public 
announcement is made that inspectors car 
rying dark Janterns are to be sent into a 
district at a certain time delinquents are 
likely to take notice and avoid any chance 
of being caught in their negligence. A 
more practical plan would be to send in- 
spectors to the yards without warning the 
offenders in advance. Nor is it necessary 
to arm them with dark lanterns. Any man, 
for example, might have followed his nose 
on Thursday night and it would have led 
him directly to the rendering plants. And 
he would have had a much better chance 
to detect the carelessness which is responsi- 
ble for the nuisance than he will have now 
after public attention has been called to it. 


~ DEATH OF SIMS REEVES. 

By the death of John Sims Reeves, or 
Sims Reeves, as he wag popularly known, 
the musical world has lost one of its most 
conspicuous and unique figures. With the 
possible exception of the late Mme. Anna 
Bishop no other singer has so long appeared 
before the public or so long retained popu- 

Sims Reeves first appeared in public in 
a theater at Newcastle, England, in 1889 
as a baritone. He was then in his 17th 
year. He formally retired in 1891, which 
would make his public. service fifty-two 
years. In reality it was much longer, for 
he has sung on several occasions since 
1891, confining himself to ballads. His 
actual career exceeded sixty years. He 
made his début in opera as a tenor in 1847, 
appearing as Hdgardo in Lucia,“ a role 
which has seryed so many tenors for that 
oceasion. His operatic career lasted more 
than a quarter of a century, during which 
time he took first rank both as actor and 
singer. From a baritone his voice changed 
to a high tenor of the finest quality. At 
the close of his operatic career he devoted 
himself to oratorios and for years was 
the favorite soloist at the English Cathedral 
festivals. As he grew older and these 
occasions made too exacting demands upon 
his voice and strength, he gave himself 
exclusively to concerts and became the 
favorite ballad singer of England. Like 
Mme. Parepa-Rosa he was equally accom- 
plished and successful whether in opera, 
oratorio, festival work, or on the concert 
stage, and like Mario, though in his last 
years his wonderful voice was but the ghost 
of what it had been in his prime, yet his 
perfect method captivated his audiences. 

Probably no tenor in England since the 
days of Braham enjoyed such a continuous- 
ly successful career as that which has just 
closed for Sims Reeves. He has been the 
popular idol of three generations. His man- 
liness of character and his many agreeable 
personal traits added to the charm of his 
singing and secured for him the warmest 
admiration of the English people. Even 
in his old age, when his powers were wan- 
ing, the mere announcement of his name 
served to crowd the house. Like Mr. Jef- 
ferson with his plays, for a few years past 
he has confined his repertory to a few 
ballads, and these favorites with the people, 
for it is a characteristic of the English more 
than of any other nation that they never 
tire of old familiar ballads or old familiar 
ballad singers, and as singers there receive 
a royalty from the publishers for each pro- 
duction of this kind it is but natural that 
they in turn do not tire of singing them. 
It is doubtful whether Reeves could have 
enjoyed such an exceptionally long career 
in this or any other country, where the 
public tastes are more fickle and the de- 
mands for novelties are more clamorous.

| END OF THE COAL STRIKE. 

A young man, named John Mitchell, who 
a few months ago was practically unknown, 
signed his name at the bottom of a type- 
written sheet of paper on Thursday, and 
as a result an army of 140,000 coal miners, 
who have been idle for thirty-nine days, 
will take*up their picks on Monday morn- 
ing and go back to work. Officially the 
great strike of the Pennsylvania coal miners 
is at an end. Since Sept. 17, when the 
men left the pits, they have lost in wages 
$4,000,000. The coal mine operators have 
lost the same amount in profits. There 
has been a loss of half as much in railroad 
earnings. Altogether the strike cost a 
total of $10,000,000. 

As a result of the strike the men have 
won an advance of 10 per cent in their 
Wages, with a guarantee that there shall 
be no reduction before April 1, 1901. They 
have succeeded in securing a reduction in 
the price charged by the operators for 
powder and have obtained certain other 
minor concessions. The strike is to be 
continued against a few companies which 
have not yet agreed to the terms of the 
miners, but this will involve less than 10 
per cent of the total number of miners. 

To the general public, which has recog- 
nized many elements of justice in the de- 
mands of the miners, the settlement of the 
strike on the agreed terms is a matter of 
great satisfaction. There js also u feeling 
of relief that, as a whole, the strike has 
been so free from violence. For this fact 
the strike leaders deserve considerable 
credit. The growth of the coal miners’ 
union in the face of the fight it has been 
making is remarkable. When the strike

Even more important from a public stand- | 
point is the promise of a break-up in the 


combination of coal roads and operators 
which has heretofore practically controlled 
the production of the Pennsylvania coal 
fields. The Reading railroad, which owns 
and operates thirty-nine collieries and which 
under the so-called gentleman's agreement 
had been limited in its output to 20 per cent 
of the total production agreed upon, has 
announced that it will hereafter operate its 
mines to their full capacities and will re- 
fuse to be bound by any agreement. As 
a result it is expected that the Reading’s 
production of coal will be increased by 
nearly 40 per cent, as compared with the 
last year. The defection of this raad, which 
is probably the largest producer in the 
field, will probably result in disrupting the 
combination. At least it will remove the 
restrictions from the amount of coal to be 
mined and will bring about a reduction 
in the price of coal to the consumer.

In his Eastern speeches Mr. Bryan has 
been repeating his statement that the “ rea- 
son President McKinley wants a large army 
is to establish a fort near every large city 
to overawe the workingmen.” A Long Is- 
land has written to the New York

This community is ea fair example of thousands 
of others made up of plain and sensible people, and 
the opinion of every man to whom I have spoken 
concerning the statement is that it is by far the 
most disgraceful one ever made by a candidate 
for the high office of President of the United States. 

The statement morally disqualifies Bryan from 
ccoupying the White House. For, if he does not 
believe the statement, he is a public liar, and if 
he Goes believe it he is an unqualified fool, and 
there is an unwritten law—sacred to the American 
voter—to the effect that the White House shall 
never be occupied either by a Har or a fool. 

This correspondent has called attention 
to something which has struck many other 
observers in regard to the conduct of Mr. 
Bryan and some of his leading supporters 
during this campaign—namely: that they are 
continually making statements which show 
that they credit their followers with a low 
order of intelligence. They seem to take 
it for granted that their hearers are too 
ignorant to weigh their assertions against 
facts or to do any thinking for themselves. 

There is Altgeld, for instance, who tells 
his audience that there are 40,000 fraudu- 
lent names on the Chicago registry lists. 
When he makes that remark he knows that 
his own partisans have equal control of the 
election machinery, and that if there are 
fraudulent names these Democratic election 
officials should have intelligence enough to 
find them. His party has control of the 
police force and can, if it chooses, set the 
police to hunting up cases of illegal regis- 
tration. But the Democratic and Repub- 
lican revising clerks have been through 
their precincts, which are quite small and 
easily canvassed, and have stricken only 
2,500 names from the lists in the whole city

Another Bryanite statement, equally 
reckless and untrue, is that a hundred thou- 
wand or more clerks and employés of manu- 
facturing or wholesale establishments are 
to be coerced into taking part in the grand 
sound money parade, which is to come off 
today. Men who invent cathpaign lies 
usually try to give them some degree of 
probability. The person who originated this 
lie seems to have fancied that there are 
many men who will swallow any false- 
hood, however gross and palpable. He must 
have little intelligence who can be made to 
believe this coercion story. There is no 
power that could coerce any considerable 
number of the men who will be in the 
ranks and march in today’s parade. 

There are other instances of reckless state- 
ments of this sort showing that the Demo- 
cratic leaders, in their anxiety to arouse 
the prejudices and passions of the people, 
have no respect for their own reputations 
or for the intelligence of those whom they 
address. It is not strange that the people 
should be asking themselves whether Bryan 
and his lieutenants believe what they say 
or are only trying to dupe the voters— 
whether the Democratic leader is fool 
enough to believe his own statements or 
knave enough to try to deceive his hearers,

The Executive committee of the horse 
show has decided there shall be no class 
of women riders wearing divided skirts 
and has notified those who had made en- 
tries for the opening night exhibition that 
they will have to ride sidesaddles or with- 
draw their entries. From one point of 
view the decision of the committee might 
have been anticipated. The horse as a 
feature of the show, here as well as in 
New York and other cities, is a secondary 
consideration. The etiquette of fashion 
governs the show and is the primary con- 
sideration. The divided skirt, although it 
has been adopted by a few riders, mostly 
professional, is not yet the fashion, while 
the sidesaddle and long, flowing robes are 
the fashion, As there would be but one 
or two women riding astride they were 
not sufficient to make a class, and if they 
should appear with those riding sidesad- 
dies the effect would be incongruous and 
the beauty of the spectacle would be im- 
paired, 

The barring of the divided skirt may de- 
tract from the effect of the show as an 
exhibition of expert horsemanship, but this 
must yield to the etiquette of the occasion. 
As the committee expressly disclaims any 
intention to reflect upon the modesty of 
the divided skirt, the women have little 
justification for complaint. If they are 
unsually expert on the cross-saddle they 
would be correspondingly expert on the 
sidesaddie, and they would not disturb 
the fitness of things or antagonize the 
regulations of fashion. When in Rome 
they should do as the Romans do. 

Meanwhile the eitquette of horse shows 
is probably short-lived at best.’ The horse 
is going and the automobile is coming. 
When the latter definitely arrives there 
will be no question of sidesaddle or cross- 
saddle, of divided skirt or undivided skirt.

In this new transcription Mr. Thomas has 
given fresh evidence of his thorough grasp 
of the complex details of modern instrumen- 
tation and of his skill in emphasizing the

Kindergartens for Colored Children. 


Mrs. Anna E. Murray. the founder of a 


school for colored kindergarten workers at 
Washington, D. C., the only institution of 


its kind in the United States, ts visiting Chi- 
cago in the interest of her work. Mrs. Mur- 


ray opened her school in 1896, since which 


time it has graduated twenty-eight colored 
kindergarten teachers, almost all of whom 
have been employed in the Washington pub- 
lic schools, a special act of Congress having 
been passed in order to introduce the work 
among the colored children. At the meeting 
of the Chicago Woman's club on Wednesday 
Mrs. Murray delivered an address on the race 
problem, in which she endeavored to show 
the importance of introducing the kinder- 
garten in the colored schools of the South. 
It is the plan of Mrs. Murray to bring col- 
ored girls from the South in order to prepare 
them for work in their own schools. It has 
deen found that Northern girls are unwilling 
to leave their own section even to elevate 
their own race. Mrs. Murray will speak at 
the new colored Institutional Church next 


Thursday evening.

MRS. ROGERS RESUMES WORK. 


She Takes Up Management Again of the 
Northwestern University 


Settlement. | 


Mrs. Henry Wade Rogers, wife of the ex- 
President of Northwestern University, has 
returned from New Haven, Conn., where her 
husband has the chair of law in Yale Uni- 
versity, to take up the work of the North- 
western University Settlement, 252 West 
Chicago avenue, with which she has been 
connected for the last eight years. Mrs. 
Rogers will be in charge of the settlement 
while she remains in the West. It is hardly 
probable that she will remain longer than a 
month, but at least three weeks of this time 
she will live at the settlement to take part 
in the active work. The remaining week 
will be spent with friends in Evanston. 

It is only the settlement work that calls 
Mrs. Rogers from her new home. When she 
left for the East she retained, the Presidency 
of the settlement association and resolved 
that she would not cease in efforts to al- 
leviate or remove the bad conditions of the 
Sixteenth Ward. 

It is largely due to her efforts that the 
work of the settlement has broadened into 
its many lines of work and that it has today 
so solid a basis for continued existence. Her 
influence and exertions could not be spared 
at this time without permanent injury to the 
cause, the projected new building entailing 
much work no one else could do so well. 

The new building will occupy much of Mrs. 
Rogers’ time while she is here. The plans are 
now being drawn and no changes are made in 
them without previous consultation with 
Mrs. Rogers. Although there is a general 
idea as to what the building will be, yet the 


minor details have not yet been settled. 


The financial questions of the settlement 
are also a source of labor for Mrs. Rogers. 
The lot for the new building is paid for, and 
there is over $25,000 for the building itself, 
but this may not suffice, and the whole builld- 
ing may not be erected at once. The run- 
ning expenses must also be provided for, 
and a great deal of this duty falls upon the 
shoulders of Mrs. Rogers. 

When seen at the settlement last night she 
was engaged in the kindergarten, where the 
children were weaving baskets. She could 
give no definite information in regard to the 
new building. 

The plans are now being made by the 
architects,“ said Mrs. Rogers, and it will 
probably take three weeks before they are 
completed. It is chiefly this that has brought 
me back. Plans were made last year, but 
the architect had to go abroad and others had 
to be made. Of course we have a good idea 
what the building will be like, but the details 
are not yet settled.”

| LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


ARLY next spring, by 
which time the period of 
mourning for King Hum- 
bert will be completed, 
King Victor Emmanuel 
and his consort will start 
on a tour of visits to the 
courts of the various great 
powers of Europe, com- 
mencing with Great 
Britain instead of with 
Germany, as had been ex- 
pected. The royal couple 
will proceed to England 
by sea in their royal yacht 
escorted by some of the 

finest battleships and cruisers of the Italian 

navy, and, after leaving the United King- 
dom, the royal couple will proceed to Berlin 
and to Russia. 

The King has résolved to exclude Austria 

from this round of visits, and to decline 

to concede to Emperor Francis Joseph the 
compliment which he proposes to pay to 
the sovereigns of Great Britain, Germany, 
and Russia. His reason for this affront— 
for it can be descri as nothing to 
the venerable ruler of Austro-Hungary, is 
the latter’s persistent refusal to return the 
visits paid to the court of Vienna, first by 
old King Victor Emmanuel in 1873, and ten 
years later by King Humbert and Queen 
Marguerite. The neglect to return a visit 
is construed by royal and imperial person- 
ages as just as much of a piece of dis- 
courtesy as By people of less exalted rank, 
and the fact that Francis Joseph should 
have turned a deaf ear to every suggestion 
that he should pay a return visit to the 

Italian court at Rome, coupled with the cir- 

cumstance that the late Empress Elizabeth 

on several occasions staid at Rome and 
visited the Vatican without going near the 

Quirinal or taking theslightest notice either 

of Humbert or of hfs consort still rankles 

deeply in the bosom of Italy’s new ruler. 

Nor has his friendship for Austria been 

in any way strengthened by his dispute with 

Archduke Francis Ferdinand, heir apparent 

to the throne of Austria, for precedence in 

London at the time of Queen Victoria’s 

jubilee festivities three years ago, nor by 

the manner in which he, and, for the matter 
of that, the entire Italian court, army, and 
nation, were slighted at Berlin at the ex- 
pense of Austria on the occasion of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph's stay there last spring. 


It is hardly 


necessary to explain that the 
reason for the Austrian Emperor’s refusal 
to visit the Italian court at Rome is the 
attitude of the Pope, who declares that 
Roman Catholic sovereigns and royal per- 
sonages to come to Rome for the purpose 
of visiting the Italian court, or who cross 
the threshold of the Quirinal will not only 
incur the serious displeasure of the church 
but will likewise find the gate of the Vati- 
can rigorously closed against them. That 
is to say, if Francis Joseph, who is an ex- 
ceedingly devout Catholic, were to go to 
Rome for the purpose of returning to the 
Italian court the visit paid by the father 
and grandfather of the present-King he 
would be subjected to the indignity of find- 
ing the doors of the Pope, who is the spirit- 
ual head of the church state of Austro-Hun- 
gary, shut in his face. 

There is absolutely no truth in the fantas- 
tic story. first printed in the London Daily 
Chronicle, and copied by all the society 
papers, concerning the alleged marvelous 
recovery of Mr. Percyvall Hart-Dyke from 
total blindness on his marriage to the daugh- 
ter of Admiral Cave.

It 
is perfectly true that he graduated with 
distinction at the University of Cambridge, 
as related in the London Chronicle story. 
But after doing so he joined the army, be- 
came an Officer of the Indian staff corps— 
that is to say of the corps d’élite of the 
British army—and as such has taken part 
in several campaigns, in the course of which 
he was mentioned in the dispatches, besides 
seeing active service in Africa. This may 
be ascertained by consulting any British 
army list or British peerage, and it is hardly 
necessary to point out that had Mr. Hart- 
Dyke been afflicted with blindness, as de- 
scribed by the English and American papers, 
he could not have entered the army or taken 
part in the several campaigns which he now 
has to his record.
